AN ABOMINABLE LIE 


What Kruger gays of Story of Dutch 


Conspiracy Against British 


London, Aug. 27.—The Dally Tele- 


graph publishes today a long Interview 
with Mr. Kruger, at Hilversum, on 
Lord Kitchener's latest proclamation. 
The correspondent says: 


Mr. Kruger rejected the idea that any- 


thing bad been changed except the at- 
titude of the British government 
He 


Insisted that the tactics of the Boers 
•were still-as regular as at the beginning 
of the war. 
Their forces, he said, were 


smaller and were split up into small 
parties, because the British had split 
their forces into innumerable small col* 
nmns. 


He declared that ever since the cap- 


ture of Bloomfontein the British had 
trampled upon the code of international 
law. 
As for provision transports and 


the cattle the British are continually 
seizing, Mr. Kcuger said these were in- 
tended, not for the Boer commandoes, 
which live from hand to mouth, but for 
the women and children. 


•He contended that Loi U Kitchener's 


proclamation itself recognized that tho 
Boers had a regular administration and 
an army. The proclamation could have 
but one effect, to embitter and intensify 
resistance: 
He said the 
question 


whether any protest against it would 
be Issued was still under consideration, 
but this matter was of llttip import to 
the burghers, who* did nrit look to En- 
rope for approval, blame or instructions. 


Having characterized the proclama- 


tion as "the blackest crime commuted 
against the Boers," Mr. Kroger closed 
the interview by solemnly calling 
heaven to witness that "the story of a 
Dutch conspiracy against the British 
was an abominable lie—the most mis- 
chievous and diabolical lie ever coined 
since man first appeared in the world." 


He said, however, that peace was 


still possible on the basis of give or take, 
and that the Boers were ready to make 
reasonable sacrifices and to give srtis- 
factory guarantees on the basis of in- 
dependence and free pardon to colonial 
Afrikanders. 


Kitchener's Latest Report

Sir Thomas Lipton, Designer Watson 


and Commodore HillJard of th<? Royal 
Clyde Yacht club were on board the 
Shamrock, as was Navjgator Hamilton. 
All of the sails looked' well, fitted well 
and seemed to do-good work while they 
were sat. 


The water was absolutely smooth all 


day, and the yacht slipped along at a 
five-knot gait, making ^fery little fuss 
at the bow wherever there was wind 
enough to fill all her sails. 


At 2:40. whe'b the balloon Jib-topsail 


was sent up and broken out, a light 
breeze caine out of the southeast. The 
yacht swung around to the port tack, 
the great main boom was eased broad 
off to starboard, and, under the in- 
fluence of the new breeze, the yacht be- 
gun for the first time to move off at a 
decent gait 
Trimmed just right to 


catch every breath of the now freshen- 
ing wind, the yacht as she travelled 
created scarcely a ripple iu the abso- 
lutely smooth water.

Before Navy Department Wilt Con. 
alder Royalties Claimed In the Man- 


f ufacture of Steel Armor Plate 


Washington, Aug. 27.—The depart- 


ment uf justice, in an extended opinion 
Just rendered by Acting Attorney 
General Beck, has 
advised the sec- 


retary of tne navy that he Is justified 
in withholding his approval of certaiu 
vouchers which have been submitted 
by the Bethlehem Steel company and 
the Carnegie Steel company, for royal- 
tics which these companies paid to tho 
Harvey Steel company for tbe use ot 
the Harvey process in hardening steel, 
and for which they claim reimburse- 
ment from the government under a con- 
tract by whioh the government agreed 
to repay these royalties to the steel 
companies if the steel companies wera 
"required to pay'' them to the Harvey 
Steel company. 


The liability to pay these royalties bas 


bcfen a matter of dispute for some yeai s, 
and while the particular royalties only 
relate to the hardening of the armoi 
plates 
for 
the 
battleships 
Illi- 


nois and Wisconsin, yet the decision 
affects all of the royalties upon the 
various battleships which have been 
constructed since 1893, or under pro- 


{ cess of construction. 
i 
The opinion of the acting attorney 


i general sets forth that on April 12,3803, 
' the United States made a contract with 


the Harvey Steel company, by which the 
government acquired the right to use 
the inventions described as the Harvey 
patents by paying a royalty of 1-2 cent 
a pound upon tbe finished product. 


Subsequently, Captain Sampson, thea 


chief of the bureau of ordnance, ad- 
vised the navy department that no fur- 
ther royalties should be paid, as the 
process used by 
the government 


through its contractors in the construc- 
tion of armor plate, was not the same 
as that covered by the Harvey patents 
and for the additional reason that the 
Harvey patents were invalid for want 
of novelty. 
OK tnis recommendation 


Secretary Herbert, in 1893, refused to 
pay further royalties. 


In 1897 the Carnegie Steel company 


and the Bethlehem Steel company took 
out a license from the Harvey Steel 
company, to use its process in the face 
hardening of armor plates, and the con- 
tracts stipulated tnat the steel com- 
panies were under no obligation to pay 
any royalties whenever the Harvev 
Steel company had previonsly granted 
a license to any government and the 
royalties provided by said license had 
in fact been paid by such government. 


The agreement further stipulated that 


the steel companies should submit to an 
adverse decrcu for an alleged infringe- 
ment of the Harvey patents and the is- 
suance of au injunction to restrain them 
from the use of the process, except un- 
der this license 
Suit was commenced 


in the United States circuit court for 
the eastern district of Pennsylvania, 
and a decree entered as stipulated in 
the agreement. 


Subsequently the two steel companies, 


In 1S98, made contracts with the govern- 
ment for the manufacture 
of armor 


plato for tho battleships Illinois and 
Wisconsin, which provided that if the 
steel companies were required to pay 
"royalty for the use of the face-harden- 
ing process" the government should re- 
imburse them, and the Harvey Steel 
company then brought suit against the 
government in the court of claims for 
ah infringement of the patents, and the 
government was defended 
on the 


grounds indicated by Secretary Her- 
bert. 


The Bethlehem Steel company and the 


Carnegie Steel eempany having paid 
the royalties for hardening the armor 
plate of the Illinois aud Wisconsin, tbe 
Harvey Steel company 
presented a 


voucher for the approval of the secre- 
tary of the navy to secure reimburse- 
ment. 
Tbe secretary requested tho 


opinion of the attorney general as to 
whether he was justied in withholding 
hi% approval until the case in the eouit 
of claims, involving the validity of the 
Harvey patents was lirst deterruSed. 


Acting Attorney General Beck, in the 


opinion just sent to the secretary of tho 
navy, advised him that ho is justified 
In withholding such approval to the cud 
that the questions involved may be 1u- 
Uaney patents, wcs first determined.

WIRELESS TELEPHONING. 


Invention That Mar Enable IT* to 


Tnlk Through tbe Air. 


Wireless telephoning is tapping at 


the door of scientific progress, accord- 
ing to Dr. H. P. Pratt, an electrical 
expert, with ita office in the Masonic 
teruplf. sajs a Chicago dispatch to the 
New Yoil: Journal. He is having ap- 
paratus Constructed with which he de- 
clares he will be able to demonstrate 
,tbe practicability of talking through 
tbe air between 
widely 
separated 


plares. With small mstrutnents of hi* 
own making be has succeeded in talk- 
ing over the tops of three city blocks. 


These experiments have satisfied the 


iuveutor that there is no obstacle in 
long distance telephoning, for his in- 
struments divide the distance Into 
what tr'ght be called easy stages of 
vibration transmission. 


Not only wireless telephoning be- 


tween far separated cities is possible, 
according to Dr. Pratt, but communi- 
cation may be readily bad witb mov- 
ing trains. In short, every railroad can 
have Its own circuits without wires. 


For long distance telephoning or tele- 


graphing Dr Fratl's patents cover the 
placing of poles 150 feet high and a 
quarter of a mile apart. At tbe top of 
each pole will be a hollow brass ball 
two fet-t in diameter and pierced by a 
sensitive metal pin, one of whose 
points Id toward the sender of a mes- 
sage, the other toward the receiver. 
TJiese globes and pins will transmit by 
stages the vibrations developed by the 
transmitter. 


At both tbe transmitting and receiv- 


ing ends of the message route will be 
poles capped with brass balls at least 
twice the diameter of those along tbe 
route. The needle that starts the vibra- 
tions on their course is not double 
pointed, but is directed merely at the 
first of the intermediate poles.

GREYIOCK AFTER THE STORM 


Rollin H. Cook Makes Trip and Writes 


Interesting Sketch 


Rollin H. Cook, the well know i Pitts 


field pedestrian, walked up Greylock 
Sunday and writes as follows of the 
storm's damage: 


The road from Fittsfleld to Greylock 


will be ready for use again on Wed- 
nesday, as tho bridges have been re- 
placed, and the repairs on the road so 
far completed as to make it passable. 
The road received no serious damage, 
except from the flrs1 gateway on the 
Milton farm to the Jones flats, and 
several places in that distance were 
badly washed. Mr. Bauer is at work 
with a good force of men and will im- 
prove the condition of things every 
day. The road through the wood seems 
to have been packed down by the 
storm, and there are very few soft 
places. 


The water will have run off a great 


deal in a few days, it we do not have 
much more ram. The usually we^ be- 
haved brooks seem to have got full 
and out of their little beds, and in- 
dulged in riotous behavior. On Sun- 
day there were many beautiful water- 
falls. The high fall in the "Heart of 
Greylock" could be very plainly heard 
from the road. 


The road just built by the county, 


from the tower around the Adams side 
of the mountain, received no damage 
beyond the washing oft of the top 
dressing. The land slides started sev- 
eral rods below. The old Adams road 
from the saddle down to Adams i=> like 
the bed of a brook in some piaces, and 
in many others is washed down to bed 
rock to a depth of five to ten feet 


I wish I might remark on t"he ten- 


dency of people, who are not accus- 
tomed to walking, to k^ep on after 
walking up one hill, instead of riding 
to the foot of ths next. They can not 
climb to a point 2600 feet higher than 
Pittsfield without going up h»L It is 
not necessary to walk a step in the 
whole distance, if there are only four 
people and two horses. No steep hills 
ale 
encountered until 
a 
point is 


reached about three and a half miles 
from the summit, 
and 
then, after 


climbing to the level of Jones' flats, 
no more are encountered for at least 
another mile.

suppose they wouM be, while in the deepi; 
c-r tissues tbe vessels were very much 
diminishedpan size. Thus a mustard plas- 
ter on the region of the kidneys has a 
pronounced effect in reducing rife size of 
the small arteries. 


Experiment has _also shown that a 


counter irritant, a Spanish fly blister oa 
the back of a rabbit, for example, pro- 
duces congestion of the superficial tis- 
sues, while the deeper organs, the lungs, 
are at the aaico time rendered anaemic. 


Thus we have proof that sudden con- 


gestion of the lungs or brain may be to 
some extent relieved by counter irritants 
applied superficially to the chest and the 
back of the nt:k. 


Several stager, or degrees of counter ir- 


ritation are possible of production, some- 
times by USB of tlie same remedy. For 
example, with an application of mustard 
one may product* simple redness of the 
skin, or by a longer application or a 
greater proportion of mustard ingredient 
blisters may be produced. Strong mus- 
tard piasters applied to patients who 
were unwnscious of pain have even pro- 
duced sloughing surfaces. 


In irritating cough, particularly that 


of consumption, applications of iodine to 
the chest are often of much benefit, the 
effect being due to the temporary super- 
ficial congestion thus artificially estab- 
lished. 


Counter irritation may be properly used 


in headaches, neuralgia, the first stage 
of croup or spasmodic cough and in re- 
lieving any sudden internal congestion or 
spasm. 
Sponges or cloths wrung front 


hot water and the various applications of 
hot water and mustard are usually em- 
ployed. 
The Lot footbath also and in 


childhood the entire warm water and 
mustard bath have been used in nearly 
every household to meet emergencies. 


The use of strong counter irritants ei- 


ther of heat or various medicaments is 
to be resorted to only with great care 
wbea a person is without consciousness 
or when the nerves of sensation are inac- 
tive, as, for example, in paralysis of the 
lower limbs. Troublesome sores may re- 
sult in such ca:.es. 


The use of counter irritants is also not 


advised in depleted states of the body. 
Blisters, ,ind to a greater extent the 
more violent forms of counter irritation, 
carry away nutrient material from th« 
blood in the process of repairing and so 
may BerieL'.iy d-miai'sh the chances of ul- 
timate recoTcvy.—Y» uth's Companion.

Said to U»TC Added Two Year* to 
tins Average Life. 


A movement is on foot In the Actu- 


arial Society of America to compile a 
new serleti of tables for the life insur- 
ance companies of America. It Is ex- 
pected that the new tables, Bays the 
New York Times, will reveal a decreas- 
ed mortality among the people In this 
country, and tftte would have Its effect 
in decreasing the premium rates now 
charged by the Insurance concerns. 


Tbe tables now used by American 


companies are based for the most port 
upon the experience of one company 
up to 30 years ago. 


The now series of tables will scow 


tpe effect of occupation upon mortality. 
At tho present time insurance compa- 
nies make different ratea for the haz- 
ardous occupations, but no compilation 
of the actual results la these occupa- 
tions has been made. 


Tho whole life assurance business Is 


based upon mortality tables. A certain 
number of every thousand men insured 
are expected to die every year. Those 
expected to live mast therefore pay 
enough to defray at least the entire 
cost of paying out the Insurance on 
the lives of the deceased. The tables 
must be made up with the utmost care, 
and the expense of the process Is very 
great It ie e&timated that the compil- 
ing of the summary tables will entail 
an expense of gome §30,000. 


The intetnat tonal congress of actuar- 


i les is to meet in this city in 1903. The 
! new occupation tables for the United 


States are to be completed by that 
time, and it is expected that the plan 
for the compilation oi complete tables 
will itself be in operation by that date. 


The tables which have just been com- 


pleted in England, according to the 
actuary Interviewed, show conclusively 
that modern conditions have lengthen- 
ed the time a man may be expected to 
live at any one stage of his life, and they 
show that fewer people per thousand 
die every year now than was formerly 
the case. 


"The most Interesting of these new 


tables," said that actuary, "shows bow 
many males healthy at the age of 10 
years may be expected to be alive at 
later ages. The old table comprised re- 
sults up to 1869, the new one those be- 


j tween 1863 and 1803, for it has taken

THE BUSINESS BANKING METHODS 


Of THE METROPOLIS. 


•fere Trouble to Get Honey In m 


Bank ot First Than It I» to Get It 
Out—Accommodating; a Customer. 
Women mm Depodton. 


•I To do business in New York one should 
ksve at least an office and a bank ac- 
count. If he can only have one of these, 
It should be the latter. The business 
man may have his office in his hnt, be 
may carry his papers about with him in 
his pockets or in a bag, and bii corre- 
spondence may be written on paper of the 
-"highly respectable" kind in hotel and 
other public writing rooms, but he must 
have a bank account, and his choice of 
•, bank is a serious matter. There are 
certain banks which are' favored by par- 
ticular lines of business, and while they 
do not confine their activities to any one 
branch to the exclusion of others -they 
like to be known as "dry goods," "man- 
ufacturers' " or "foreign exchange" head- 
quarters. 


The mam without a bank is likely to 


open an account with a bank in which 
there are other concerns in his line of 
business, but he-is swayed less by that 
consideration than, by his estimate of the 
bank and of its management. The names 
of the board of directors are studied, and 
then the new customer is introduced to 
an officer ot the bank, who usually asks 
him bow large an account he intends to 
place. An outline statement of the busi- 
ness is given, the newcomer convinces 
tbe bank authorities that his is a legiti- 
mate business, lie is told that he must 
keep a certain amount on deposit, and 
•when tbe bank and the new customer 
have agreed on all points the first de- 
posit is received, a signature recorded in 
the book kept for that purpose, the new 
man becomes a customer and the next 
day sneaks of the Milk and Water bank 
as "my bank." 
( 
In order that the customer may be 


"accommodated" with a loan tbe deposit 
In most banks must not go below the 
§1,000 mark. When a man has had his 
first note discounted, be advances to a 
higher degree In the list of bank patrons. 
'As his business increases he may require 
more "accommodation" than the Milk and 
Water can give him, and he opens an ac- 
count elsewhere, giving the- new bank a 
part of bis deposits and receiving "ac- 
commodation" in return. 


As the business develops new bank ac- 


counts are opened, and a concern need 
not be a large one to have four or five 
hank accounts. They are not always con- 
fined to New York. Banks in New Jer- 
MJ and Philadelphia often receive a part 
of tbe metropolitan concern's deposits 
and also attend to the collection busi- 
ness and by remitting in New York ex- 
change sare their New York customer 
exchange expense. 


There are many business concerns in 


which the idea prevails that the banks 
consider it an accommodation to them to 
be asked to discount their customer's 
paper., "This is a great mistake," said 
the cashier of one of the largest banks in 
New York. "When we make a loan, we 
accommodate the customer only. We can 
tod profitable outlets for oar funds with- 
put going to the business houses." 


The bask officials in most instances 


know only.one or two men of a concern, 
but tbey are usually posted on the finan- 
cial condition of their customers. The in- 
dications by which they judge are the de- 
posits, their amount and their character, 
whether they are made np of customers' 
Checks or money that does not represent 
merchandise sold, by the way In which 
maturing paper is met and in tbe case of 
manufacturing concerns by tbe amount 
drawn for tbe pay roll. Nearly all large 
ffignnfactaring- concerns fnrnish 
their 


banks with a list of tbe style of cur- 
rency wanted on pay day. and when tbe 
check is presented the teller knows how 
many bills of each denomination to give, 
how much specie and in what kind of 
coin. Some concerns furnish this list on 
Friday, *o that when tbe messenger gofn 
to tbe bank on Saturday he finds the 
money all ready for him. 


There are thousands of bank customers 


who never ask for a favor beyond that of 
handling their money. Tbey open an ac- 
count twcaase they like to pay their bills 
by checks. 8omo years ago they would 
toot bsv* aspired to a bank account. That 
was in the days when only rich men 
wrote checks. Dot riches and bank ac- 
counts do not necessarily go together 
»ow, and any person who wishes to do so 
taay now find a banking concern to han- 
dle Us earnings. 
Tbe little depositors 


fcir* the banks little trouble beyond that 
which goes with rewiring the deposits 
and paying tbt checks ss they come to 
the bank. 
Salaried men, small shop- 


keepers, etectitors of estates and women 
belon* to this lirg* dsss of bank cus- 
tomers. 


"It costs as abcnt $8 • year to keep an 


account," said a bank president, "and for 
that reason we tell onr customers when 
they open an account that we expect 
them to keep at least f ISO or $200 on de- 
posit Bnt thef don\ always do It, and 
are don't bold them up to it. Oar bnsi-

ness ts like nil others In one respect— we 
want to make customers, and. bavins 
made them. TCP want to keep them, and if 
a deposit dwindles down to within a few 
points of nothing we say nothing, because 
really there is little work connected with 
the account, and every customer of that 
kind helps to advertise ns. Even a de- 
posit of $200 will not net us the amount 
of the cost of keeping: the account, be- 
canse we can use only 75 per cent of the 
money deposited with as. The remaining 
25 per cent must be put in the vaults in 
cash." 
"We know the financial plan on which 


taany households- are ran," said a bank 
officer, "and lots of other things that are 
'secrets' to the rest o£ tLe world, and the 
women know that we appreciate that 
these are secret matters, that we say 
nothing and just attend to business. 
These are not secrets confided to ns by 
words, but they come to us by way o« 
the deposit slips. The woman who de- 
posits $100 every week and draws checks 
in favor' of the butcher, the baker and 
the candlestick maker and never a check 
for a store account shows that the $100 
IB her 'table allowance.' Occasionally the 
$100 "beck does not come, but instead 
there is a deposit of cosh $10 or ?20 
short. Whether the difference went to 
charity or to pay a bill contracted 'on the 
sly' no one knows, but the table probably 
falls short that amount."— New York 
Tribune.

This consolidation was af- 
fected August 15, and does not affect 
the conduct of the two mil's in any 
way beyond the uniting of their busi- 
ness management. 


The following are the officers of the 


new corporation: President, Duncan D. 
Parmly of New York; vice-president 
and agent, C. W. Dennett, of this city; 
secretary and treasurer, A. W. Law of 
New York. 


There will be no change in the char 


acter of the product of the mills, which 
make fine madras, flannels, variety 
cloths for waists, shirtings, etc. The 
two concerns pool their stock for the 
new corporation, and the business of 
the mills will proceed without differ- 
ence, the object of the consolidation 
being greater facility in handling the 
affairs of the concerns, which have al- 
ways been practically one. 


The Johnson manufacturing com- 


pany was incorporated In 1S73, the late 
Sylvander Johnson being the control- 
ling head and president. The concern 
had been a steady growth since 1850, 
when the business was started by Syl- 
vander Johnson, George Vf. Ely and 
Peter Biackinton. 


In 1892, the year that C. W. Dennett 


became agent for the company, the 
Dunbar mills company with a capital 
of $100,000 wa§. organized, of which Mr. 
Parmly, president of the Johnson com- 
pany, was the chief promoter. The 
new mill was completed in 1893.
